symptom. Bolshevism offers no solution 
to the problems of France. It offers only 


already too large 4 share, and the awful 
example of Russia should deter even the 
wildest enthusiast from paying more than 
-lip-service to Lenin's fantastic ideals. 
What France wants is work. To get it 
she must begin to think again in Euro- 
pean rather than in purely French terms, 
and, above all, the indemnity question 
must settled once and for all. France 
and Germany, as merchant nations, are 
inter-dependent, and until there is a free 
flow of goods and services across the Rhine 
neither country can hope to achieve 
material welfare.. The changing attitude 
of the French Government towards its 
conquered enemy is one of the most hope- 
ful signs of the new year. If France and 
Germany bury the hatchet, all will soon 
be well with our stricken Continent.

The bank was 
originally established for the purpose of 
providing exceptional facilities for com- 
merce and shipping between Great Britain 
and Norway, Denmark, Sweden, Russia, 
France, Italy, and America. Nothing is 
known as to the cause of the suspension, 
but it is expected that a statement will 
be issued immediately.

down in the coming financial year. At 
the same time it points out that we 
cannot afford to allow the plants which 
turn out guns and gun-mountings, armour 
plates, etc.,'to be “scrapped,’ for next 
year we may want them, and it makes 
the practical suggestion that, in order to 
keep them in being for, at least, the next 
twelve months, the' Admiralty should pay 
to the owmers of such plants such a 
subsidy. as would cover the out-of-pocket 
expenses in what may he described as 
‘care and maintenance.” It seems a 
cheap and absolutely necessary form of 
insurance. 

Another bank failure was announced in 
the City to-day, but, fortunately, it was 
not of very great importance to the busi- 
ness world. It was that of the British- 
American Bank, formerly known as 
Hannewig’s Bank. It was only in Sep- 
tember last that it was announced that 
the name Hannewig was to be dropped in 
favour of the present style. The authorised 
capital is £2,500,000, of which about one- 
half has been paid up. The bank was 
originally established for the purpose of 
providing exceptional facilities for com- 
merce and shipping between Great Britain 
and Norway, Denmark, Sweden, Russia, 
France, Italy, and America. Nothing is

South African Politics. 


These are fateful days in South Africa. 
A general election campaign is in full 
swing, and the future of the Dominion 
depends upon the result. The election 
which was held last spring created an in- 
tolerable situation. The Nationalists 
secured forty-four seats, the South Afri- 
cans forty-one, the Unionists twenty-five, 
and the Labourites twenty-one. An absolute 
deadlock, which would not have been re- 
moved by another appeal to the country, 
seemed to have been reached ; but General 
Smuts, whose knowledge of politica] 
strategy is equalled only by his knowledge 
of military strategy, managed to devise a 
temporary.remedy. In the first place, he 
approached the Unionists, who had given 
their whole-hearted support to General 
Botha during the war, and asked them 
whether he could rely upon their votes in 
the event of his taking office as Premier. 
Sir Thomas Smartt, the Unionist leader, 
gave the ty yndertaking, and then 
General Smuts turned to the Nationalists 
who agreed that certain domestic ques. 
tions must be settled at once. Upon these 
terms General Smuts’ formed his Cabinet 
and, despite the fact that he commanded 
only a ma)*rity of one, ‘some very 
important legislation was passed, Ng 
Government, however, continue to 
exist on such án insecure foundation, and 
last summer the Prémier tried to come. to 
terms with the Nationalists...

After deducting the adverse balance on “ other 
businesses,’’ seasta te £689,984, the ictal 
credit balance is £8,612,383. Taking the last

The witness told him that he Had no intention 
of shooting him, and asked him to stand back 
and keep cool. He again closed with him end 
attempted to throw him, shouting out again, 
“ Do not shoot.” The witness threw him heavily 
on the ground, put his knee on him, and pointed 
his revolver at hen. He allowed him to get up, 
but again the deceased man tried to take his 
revolver from him. Two cadets then came in, 
and the man was arrested and taken away in 
a lorry. 

A brother of the deceased man Wentified the 
body. He said that his brother was-working in 
iondon, and was honie on sick leave, and lived 
with his mother at the Post Office.at Rivers- 
town.

MANY TOPICS DISCUSSED AT 
GLASGOW MEETING. 

The Student Christian Movement Conference, 
which is studying international and missionary 
questions, and is attended by delegates from 
many parts of the world, was continued at 
Glasgew yesterday. 

The Rev. Canon Temple, the new Bishop of 
Manchester, who is attracting large audiences 
to a course of lectures on ' The Universality of 
Christ,” yesterday asked if a universal religion 
was possible. He condemned the questionnaire 
as a mode of inquiry designed to estimate 
fervour and quality of religious life. The 
‘sanest people, he said, would immediately 
throw it into the waste-paper basket, and it 
would tend to put the investigator into the 
hands of people who were spiritual valitudi- 
marians. He made some witty observations, 
once by wav of illustration: “ If, when you are 
playing golf, you begin seriously to wonder if 
it will hurt the ball if you hit it harder, you 
will be put off your game.” Later he remarked 
that ibe spirit alone, with no material embodi- 
ment; accomplishes very little, and. perhaps 
nothing, in this world; that is, no doubt, why 
ood intentions, which, of. course, are purely 
spiritual, pave the way to hell. 

Indian problems were discussed by two 
speakers. The Rey. A: G. Fraser, of Kandy, 
said that the; civil service in India relied to a 
tremendous extent upon the prestige of a strong 
Government. As to how the proposed reforms 
would affect that prestige there was room for 
crave doubt. He declared that the Punjab 
atrocities: were defended, not oy racial grounds, 
but by a military caste, who would equally de- 
fend shootings in Ireland. or in. Russia, or to 
break a great strike. They were not defended 
by those who believed in democracy. Race 
rejudice was our greatest enemy in India; and 
he thought it was worse since the war. 

Sir William Marris, Governor-elect of Assam, 
said that while our government of India had 
won admiration, it had not won affection. 
Indians thought it was almost too effici®nt. 
There was, no doubt, an entirely new chapter 
of political history in India was on the point 
of being written. 
- In a message, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
said that it was not easy to exaggerate the 
importance of the position mow attained in 
Christendom by the student movement. It was 
upon the young people, and the Conference eon-.

INDEPENDENCE. 
Under the heading, “De Valera Speaks,” thé

“It is now no secret that Mr. Eamonn de 
Valera is in Dublid. That fact was published 
in most of the English newspapers yesterday, 
and it is evidently admitted by the Irish Office 
in Lordon. . There. have been rumours that an 
official pronouncement would shortly be made 
by the leader of Sinn Fein. The Freemans 
Journal, through @ series of circumstances, 19 
able to’ give ite readers this morning an exelu- 
sive forecast. of the etatements which will prob- 
ably be contained in this pronouncement. In 
view of the suggéstions of a peace move by the

settlement in the near future. 

“MR. DE VALERA’S. CONDITION. 
“Mr. de Valera maintains that any peace 
move must hare for its basis the recognition 
by the English Government that Ireland is an 
independent nation. When the representa- 
tives of the English ‘nation are prepared to 
ineet the representatives of the Irish nation on 
an equal national footing ptage talk will be 
possible. Some surprise has been expressed 
that Mr. de Valera should have left America 
just when his new organisation, which has 
roken away from the Fricnds of Irish 
Freedom, was in its infancy. Mr. de Valera’ 
reply to thie is that, in view of the pressure of 
the Government unon Ireland at present, it was 
only natural that he should return to take up 
the burden of his office. With the arrest of 
Mr. Arthur Griffith and Professor Eoin Mac- 
Neill, it is said that Mr. de Valera insisted on 
returning to Ireland, and assuming the respon- 
sibility for the direction of Sinn Fein. 

“REPORTS DENIED. 

“All etatements to the effect that Mr. de 
Valera travelled from America, and remains in 
Ireland under guarantees of protection by the 
English Government, are denied. It is stated 
that Mr. de Valera ie being searched for most 
assiduously by the Forces of the Crown, and 
that there is evidence jhat they are most 
anxious to place him under arrest. We are 
also infor that Mr. de Valera has been in 
communication ‘with many of the mofe pro 
minetit heads of the Sinn Fein Party, who have 
reported to him the general situation through- 
out the country: While Mr. dé Valera denies 
that Sinn Fein is making any overtures for 
peace, he states that, on behalf of the move- 
ment, he would not turn a deaf ear to pro 
posals from: the Government. if they have as 
their basis the conditions mentioned above.” 


NO EARLY CONFERENCE 
EXPECTED. 

There was no meeting of the Cabinet yester- 
day, arid the Strickland report has not been 
submitted to the Gavernment, but Sir Hamar 
Greenwood again visited his chief, and there 
is no doubt that Mr. Lloyd George has been 
made fully acquainted with the main features 
of the document.
